GENERAL NOTES. 


The National Commissioner of Ed-

Some months ago we advocated the 


calling of an extra session of the 
Legislature for the purpose of re- 
duciug the present rate of taxation, 
Bift few 
of our 
contemporaries 


agreed with us, while tho editor of 
t'ue Carson Appeal asserted that onr 
figures were nil wrong. 
Now comes 


Controller Eobirt in yesterday's En- 
tarjirum in a letter stating the figures 
in relation to the financial condition 
of thfl State just as we diil, and con- 
lirmiug all we said about the future. 
Mr, Hobart says and pi-ovda by hie 
facts that 4he rate of taxation can be 
reduce,! to forty cents on the one 
Jnfldwl dollars, the expenses of an 
extra session paid, and there will be 
in tl 3 General Fund January 1,1S79, 
§203,101 19—this without the devel- 
opment of any additional sources of 
revenue. This would be an actual 
sav ng to the people of Nevada of 
quite 3300,000 for the fiscal yearlPTS. 
There is no reason or excuse for con- 
tinuing the present rate of taxation, 
and there arei many strong reasons 
why it should ba reduced. A laige 
sum of money in the State treasury 
fur which we have no use, would be 
liltle better than a temptation to do 
all manner of waste to the Legisla 
ture that shall assemble in 1879. 
Again we call upon Governor Brad- 
ley to call an extra session of the 
Legislature. Firet, To reduce taxa 
tioii. Second. To reduce thepresenl 
outrageously high salaries of our 
State officers, which at the present 
figures amounts to the snug little 
sum of 509,000 per annum. 
This 


burn might with great propriety be 
minced to forty-five or fifty thousanc 
dollars, and each officer receive am 
pie pay for his services; and this, too 
•withon*. interfering with the salarie' 
of Judges of the Supreme Court 
Third, To elect a successor to Hoo 
Wm. Sharon, whom report says is 
anxious to resign ai Senator. For 
these and other reasons, and extra 
session is an imperative necessity 
dull times are at hand, possibly, am 
there is no sense in the people being 
taxed to death, to provide for the fa 
tare. 


The announcement is made that 


the Galaxy is to be discontinued, and 
its subscription list transferred to 
the Atlantic Monthly. 
As a maga- 


zine the Gu.laxy was never first-class, 
although it has been the means of 
introducing us to some yonng and 
able writers. Having 
fulfilled its 


mission, and depleted the pockets of 
its publishers, it is now swallowed 
by the Al/anlic Monthly, which is 
said to be on a paying basis. 


A monument built in Philadelphia 


is now being erected over the re 
mains of ex-President Johnson, at 
Greenville, Tenn., at the expense of 
his children, the cost of which will 
ba about 88,000. 
The general de- 


sign is an arch spanning the graves 
of the late ex-President and his wife, 
surmounted by a shaft. The height 
will be about twenty-eight feet, and 
the weight about twenty-seven tons. 


Boston is not "going to the dogs,' 


but is to lose its weekly line of steam 
ships to Europe. 
The Cunard Com- 


pany finds the "Hub" 
cannot sup- 


port more than one steamer per 
month, and henca after January 20th 
a monthly steamer will paddle its way 
from the tri-mountam city to Liver- 
pool. 
This foreshadows commercial 


decadence, and yet Bostonians will 
swear it's nothing of the kind. 


The New York Herald gives two 


columns to a biography of "Flora 
Temple," the famous tror.ting mare, 
which died a few days ago, 
e>he was 


foaled in Oneida county, Jf. Y.. in 
1845. 
Her original owner kept her 


until she was four years old. when, 
finding her unruly, sold her for S13. 
She was subsequently sold for 88,000 
after she had developed great trotting 
abilities.

Communication From the State Controller—An 


Overflowing Treasury—Taxation Can b« Re- 
duced—An Extra Se&iioo of the Legislator* 
Becommanded. 


CABSON, January 1,1878. 


EDITOB ESTEBPKISE: A plain state- 


ment of the financial condition of the 
State may be of interest to yonr read- 
ers. I shall give no figures in regard 
to the State School, General School, 
State Interest or Territorial Interest 
Funds, for the reason that they have 
special resources, and are all in a 
healthy condition, but shall confine 
myself to the General and its depend- 
ant funds, viz.: the State Prison, Or- 
phans' Home, Indigent, Insane and 
Judicial Salary Funds—out of which 
are paid the current expenses of the 
State—and the State Building Fund. 


At this date (January 1. 1878), af- 


ter the payment of all warrants drawn 
against and it and its dependant 
funds, there remains in tho General 
Fund of the State the sum of £179,- 
GOC. 
The cuirent expenses of the 


State Government, aside from legis- 
lative expenses, average about (J20,- 
000 per month, or in round numbers 
5250,000 per year. 


The State Build;ng Fund was cre- 


ated in 1873, by levying a tax of 
twelve and one-half cents on each one 
hundred dollars valuation of all the 
taxable property in the State. At 
that session $100,000 was appropriat- 
ed out of this fund for building pur- 
poses. The Legislature in 1877 trans- 
ferred all moneys in this fund (some 
870,000) to the General Fund, but 
did not repeal the tax; hence the ac- 
cumulation of S73,OuO in the fund 
during the past year. 
Bj the 1st of 


January, 1879, there will be at least 
8140,000 accumulated in this fund. 
It is as subject to legislative appro- 
priation and control as is the Gen- 
eral Fund. 


The State tax for the year 1878 can 


be safely placed at forty cents on 
each one hundred dollars valuation, 
and ofter paying all State expenses 
to January 1, 1879, an ample surplus 
will be left in the General Fund to 
pay the expenses of the Legislature 
then convening. 


Of course the reduction of the tax 


can only be accomplished by conven- 
ing the Legislature in extra session. 
Under the Constitution the Legisla- 
ture, at an extra session, "shall trans- 
act no legislative business, except 
that for which they were specially 
convened." The appropriations are 
made to defray the expenses of the 
Government until January 1, 1879, 
therefore it is only necessary to enact 
two laws to effect the object desired. 


First—That all moneys uow in or 


coming into the State Building Fund 
are hereby transferred to the GenergJ 
Fund of the State; and, second, tire 
rate of Stale taxation for thefucal 
year commencing January 1, 1878, is 
hereby fixed at forty cents on each 
3100 valuation of all taxable property 
iu the State. 


To enact these two laws should not 


occupy the attention of the Legisla- 
ture a week, and ought not to cost to 
exceed S'20,000.
